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APPROVES REVENUE COMMISSIONER'S ANNUAL SETTLEMENT WITH THE STATE 


Commission awards bids and votes to cut DYS funds

In Monday’s meeting, the Coffee 
County Commission gave the go 
ahead for the construction of a stor- 
age building for the county health 
department and voted to cut DYS 
funds. 

Commissioners, in their May 
22nd meeting, sent out bid invita- 
tions on a 30 x 40 foot metal storage 
building. The bid specifications stip- 
ulated that the building be on a con- 


crete slab and have nine fluorescent 
overhead lights, An additional walk- 


way and tapered driveway were also 
included in the bid. 
The only bid received on the 


‘building was from Enco Construc- 


tion Company of Enterprise. Their 
bid was $19,905.00. 

Commissioners accepted the lone 
bid noting that Kenneth Ball, who is 
with the Coffee County Health De- 
partment, had stated in previous 
meetings that his agency had 
$20,000 which could be used toward 
funding the construction, It appears 
that will be enough without the 
county having to provide any addi- 
tional monies. 

A discussion conceming the sup- 
plemental funding of the Depart- 
ment of Youth Services (DYS) con- 
sumed a large portion of Monday’s 
meeting, 

Currently, the commission is sup- 
plementing the salaries of the three 
(3) juvenile officers serving the 
county, The state is required, by law, 
to pay the remainder of the salary. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley told commissioners that the 
county pays the full amount of the 
salaries, and the state reimburses the 
county for their portion. 

He noted that no funds have been 
received from the state since Febru- 
ary. The DYS had expended all its 
funds and it will take legislative ac- 
tion to replace or provide additional 
funds to the department. Meanwhile, 
the county has been taking up the 
slack. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, Commissioner Bill Faulk made 
a motion to cease paying the total 


amount as of July Ist. 

After that date, the motion stated 
that the county will pay only that 
portion of the juvenile officers’ sala- 
ries as required by law. 

An attempt to amend Faulk’s mo- 
tion was made by Commissioner 
Robert Stephens but it failed due to 
lack of a second. 

Stephens proposed that the com- 
mission continue paying the full 
amount until October which is when 
the fiscal year ends.

He suggested that local legislators 
be contacted and encouraged to ad- 
dress the problem at a state level. He 
also stated that the local judges 
should be contacted and asked to as- 
sist in getting the problem resolved. 

Stephens voiced his opposition to 
“cutting off’ the juvenile officers 
pay before October; however, he 
was in favor of taking action at the 
beginning of the next fiscal year if 
the problem is not resolved. 

Faulk’s motion passed by a vote 
of 6 to 1 with Stephens casting the 
lone dissenting vote. 

Faulk commented that hopefully 
the action taken by the commission 
will send a message to the legisla- 
ture and get things moving toward 
resolving the financial problem. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns presented his “annual settle- 
ment with the State of Alabama” to 


the commission for its approval. He 


noted that this is required by law. 

Burns pointed out to the commis- 
sioners that his office had collected 
almost $1.7 million in taxes and sent 
it to the Coffee County Commission. 

The commission approved Burns’ 
report as presented. 

Next, Burns noted, ‘We are in 
very bad need of a vehicle for the 
mapping & appraisal department.” 

He told members of the commis- 
sion that the vehicle presently being 
used by this department has over 
130,000 miles on it. 

A recommendation was made by 
Burns and approved by the commis- 
sioners that bid requests be sent out 
for a 4-wheel utility vehicle to re- 
place the present vehicle. 

Although the bids will come 
through the commission, funds to 
pay for the vehicle will be provided 
by the revenue commissioner’s dis- 
cretionary fund. 

In making his report to the com- 
missioners, County Engineer Randy 
Tindell stated that the paving project 
on Co. Rd. 727 (Sardis Church road) 
was nearing completion. It should be 
finished in 2 to 3 weeks. 

He also noted that the bridge be- 
ing constructed on Co. Rd. 641 
should be ready for traffic within the 
next 2 to 3 weeks. 

Tindell told commissioners that 
the contracts on the county’s federal 
aid resurfacing projects had been let. 

The following is a list of the 
roads to be resurfaced at this time: 

1) Co. Rd. 533 from Co, Rd. 514 
to the New Brockton city limits - 1.8 
miles, 

2) Co. Rd. 248 from U.S. Hwy. 
84 to Co. Rd. 239 - 4.1 miles. 

3) Co. Rd. 474 from AL Hwy. 87 
to Co. Rd. 460 - 2.8 miles. 

4) Co. Rd. 326 from Co. Rd. 305 
to Co. Rd. 321 - 2.6 miles. 

$) Co. Rd. 110 from Co. Rd. 105 
to the Dale County line.

Roadblocks net booze, drugs & weapons

A combined effort by the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department and Al- 
abama State Troopers during two 
weekends resulted in several arrests, 

The arrests ranged from driving 
under the influence to possession of 
illegal drugs. 

On Friday, June 2, troopers and 
deputies held a drivers’ license 
check (DLC) at the intersection of 
AL Highways 167 and 125 in the 
northern portion of the county, Later 
in the evening, the DLC was moved 
to the intersection of AL Hwy. 167 
and 12 just south of Enterprise. 

At those two checkpoints troopers 
wrote 24 traffic citations (expired 

tag, no driver's license, expired driv- 
er's license, etc.) and numerous 
warnings (seat belts, etc.). 

Troopers made 5 arrests for DUI 
while deputies made 8 alcohol relat- 
ed arrests, 

Most of the counties’ arrests were 
for possession of alcohol in a dry 
county and possession of untaxed al- 
cohol, 

The most recent roadblocks by 

troopers and deputies were held this 
past Friday and Saturday nights, One 
was in the Kinston area, another on 
AL Hwy, 167, and yet another at 
Danleys Crossroads west of Elba (in- 
tersection of U.S, Hwy, 84 and AL 
141), 

A total of 13 arrests were made 
by sheriff's deputies and troopers is- 
sued 42 waffic citations, wrote 5 
wamings and made 6 arrests for 
DUI. 

Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moates commented that most of his 
department's arrests were a result of 
beach traffic. 

Individuals from Montgomery 
and Jefferson counties passing 
Uwough Coffee County had their 

iced down” as they made their 
way toward the Florida beaches.

Sheriff Moates warned, “If you’re 
going to transport your beer and 
whiskey through Coffee County, 
which is a dry county, it should be 
placed in the trunk of your vehicle.” 

He added that beer should not be 
iced down and/or readily accessible 
for consumption, 

Moates also noted that having a 
designated driver (one who has not 
been drinking) does not allow those 
who are passengers in a vehicle to be 
drinking while traveling down the 
highway. 

There was an arrest made by dep- 
ulies for illegal possoasion of a 
weapon, and one for possession of 
marijuana in the first degree. These 
were in addition for the alcohol relat- 
ed arrests, 

With the exception of one or two 
individuals who were too intoxicated 
to release, those arrested were al- 
lowed to post bond and continue 
along their way. 

Troopers and sheriff's deputies 


were assisted at the roadblocks by 
sheriff's reserve deputies and offi- 
cers from local police departments. 

Drug detection dogs were provid- 
ed by the Enterprise Police Depart- 
ment and the Henry County Sheriff's 
Department, Enforcement Officers 
from the Alabama Department of 
Game and Fish also assisted in the 
roadblocks. 

“We're going to continue to con- 
duct these type checkpoints in the 
months ahead,” Sheriff Moates said. 

He added, “We feel like if we can 
save a life by taking this [alcohol] 
off the road then certainly our job 
will have been accomplished,” 


These type operations are being 
conducted all over the state in con- 
nection with Checkpoint Alabama. 
This program is part of the state’s 
DUI Task Force to remove drunken 
drivers from Alabama highways and 
reduce the incidence of alcohol- 
related traffic mishaps.

Caller admits to making bomb threats 


“On Saturday, June 1Ith, 
1995, the Elba Police Department 
answered a complaint at Hard- 
ee's concerning a bomb threat.

Elba City Council’s meeting positive

was positive Monday night ... from 
beginning until end. 

Council members heard Auditor 
Bill Carr give an upbeat review of 
the annual audit; unanimously ap- 
proved a long discussed retainer for 
the city attorney and heard a positive 
report on improvements to the local 
dog pound and completed work to 
sell three acres of land to Cash 
Brothers, They also heard Police 
Chief Max Hooks report of a break 
in the: recent bomb threats at the hos- 
pital and at Hardee’s. 

Carr reviewed the audit for coun- 
cil members. He reported an income 
of $1,855,951 for the city and ex- 
penses of $2,536,000. The auditor 
explained that most of the difference 
can from water and electric funds 
and bank loans. After considering 
those two items, the city spent 
$13,342 more than it took in during 
the fiscal year ending September 30. 

The Enterprise Funds, electric, 
water and sewer income was 
$4,003,000. Expenses for these util- 
ities was $3,370,000 and $466,380 
was transferred to the city. The 
transfer to the city was less than in 
the previous year, 

Carr reviewed the net worth of 
the city-owned property and said 
“the equity is real good.” He ex- 
plained also that the cash flow of the 
city is dependent on the electric de- 
partment, 

The auditor said that his firm was 
recommending the city improve in- 
ventory records on city-owned 
equipment, records which are almost 
non existent, 

After approving attorney bills of 
$6,830 for City Attorney Mark Vau- 
ghan, the council re-entered dis- 
cussions on a set monthly fee for the 
city attorney. 

Council members were told the 
bills were for routine work, pros- 


ecuting city cases in district court 
and for defending the wrongful 


death suit in circuit court, The death 
happened during 1989 (a time the 
city had no liability insurance) and 
has been on-going for several years 
before a $100,000 verdict was ren- 
dered against the city last month, 

Council member Brad Wilson, 
who had voted against paying the 
monthly attomey bill explained his 
reasons. 

Wilson said they had talked often 
about the monthly retainer but no ac- 
lion was ever taken. He said he just

couldn’t approve the bills until some 
action was taken on the proposal. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood reminded 
council members he had told them 
previously that at least two other at- 
torneys had said $1,000 to $1,100 a 
month would be fair for city attorney 
work. He added that prosecution of 
city court cases could be done for 
$1,500 a month. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
said it appeared to him that $750 a 
month would cover the routine ex- 
penses after deducting court time. 

Attorney Vaughan said he would 
like to get the matter settled soon 
(tonight) and noted he had pre- 
viously offered to do the work for a 
$500 monthly retainer. That is in ad- 
dition to the $1500 for prosecuting 
city cases in court. 

A motion was made to approve 
that offer and it passed unanimously. 

City Clerk Henry Clark reported 
on the plans to eliminate the dog 
pound problems reported by a film 
crew from WTVY-TY last week. 

Clark said automatic feeders and 
waters were being installed; new 
fencing will be installed, either a 
septic tank or sewer connections 
added and the animal control officer 
will return to full time at that job. 
(He had been assisting the police de- 
partment with night time security). 


Clark estimated the total cost for 
these improvements to be around 
$3,000 

Haywood reported he had re- 
ceived an offer from Mrs. Bernice 
Clay to volunteer her time to help 
place any puppies picked up. She 
would be working to find the pups a 
home. 

The mayor said he planned to ac- 
cept her generous offer. 

An ordinance prepared by the city 
attorney declaring 3.44 acres of the 
industrial park as surplus property 
was approved by the council. 

A short discussion was held on 
the need for an attorney general 
opinion on the sale of the land. How- 
ever, council members said they 
didn’t want to hold up Cash Brothers 
Leasing any longer and approved the 
ordinance, Council member Earl 
McCollough voted against the action 
selling the property, as he has done 
in the past, 

Police Chief Max Hooks reported 
the department received 43 com- 
plaints since the last meeting. They 
issued 40 traffic citations, including 
12 for violation of the BOOM BOX 
ordinance and five for DUI.

Committee's proposed 1996 defense 
budget could prove to be a vietory 


* for Southeast Alabama as defense 


jobs’ and military installation con- 
struction are expected to remain vig 
Orous. 

The proposed budget was re 
cently approved in committee and 
comes up tor a full House vote ina 
few weeks, 

Defense Jobs The pro- 
posed defense budget for fiscal year 
1996 continues to fund three impor 
tant weapons systems which are pro 
duced with the help of hundreds of 
Southeast Alabama workers. In fact, 
the proposed defense budget also 
provides funding to keep the weap 
ons production lines up and running 
lor future years, 

Tallassee and Helicopters -- 
Workers at Tallassee’s DOW-L Inited 
Fechnologies aircratt plant will be 
busy if the new defense bill is passed 
into law 

The House legislation calls 
for $336 million in funding for 60 
new UH-60 Blackhawk helicopters, 
In addition, as a member of the Na- 
tional Security subcommittee on mili 
lary procurement, I was able to se- 
cure another $75 million to keep 
Blackhawk production lines open to 
ensure that there would be an ad- 
equate supply of the aircralt to meet 
the Army and National Guard’s fu 
ture needs, 

By keeping the helicopter pro 
duction infrastructure in place, we 
also ensure that it will be possible to 
produce the Army’s new attack heli- 
copter, the Comanche. This ad 
vanced helicopter, which remains 
under development, eventually will 
be integrated into the Fort Rucker’s 
aviation training mission, 

Pike County Missiles 
Workers at the Second District’s new- 
est defense plant, Lockheed Martin 


in the Orion Community of north

At my request, the House 
National Security Committee added

get to produce 750 Hellfire I air-to 
ground missiles. 

The new budget also calls for 
$171 million to produce 557 Javelin 
precision-guided anti-tank infantry 
missiles, and another $39 million for 
453 added missiles to meet future 
requirements. 

One sign of military base vi 
tality is new base construction 
projects. In the 1996 proposed bud 
vet, $23.7 million is being set aside 
for five new projects in the Second 
District. , 

Fort Rucker — A total ot 
$11 million is being proposed tor 
two projects in 1996, This includes 
$5.9 million for a new ammunition 
supply facility, and $5.1 million for 
major repairs to Lake Tholocco Dam 
Which was destroyed by Tropical 
Storm Alberto last year, 

Maxwell Air Force Base — 
Three projects totaling $12.77 mil- 
lion have been requested in the new 
budget. They are $5.47 million fora 
52,000 square foot addition to the 
Maxwell Elementary School; $3.7 
million for an 11,400 square foot 
addition to the Child Development 
Center; and, $3.6 million for a.com 
posite maintenance shop forthe 9OSth 
Air Reserve C-130 Unit.

Dear Residents of Coffee Counts 


On March 1, 1979, Coffee 
County Sheriff Neil Grantham wa 
issassinated. Today, sixteen years, 
three months, and 15 days later 
sheriil Grantham’s murderer is 
alive and well on death row. This 
convicted murderer is no closer to 
leath today than he was sixteen 
cars ago. This letter is lengthy; 
however, the appeals process is 
lengthy - we know, we have been 
wailing for Over sixteen years. 

Currently, a death row inmate in 
\labama has ‘TEN (10) complete 
ind separate Opportunities to appeal 
his conviction, not including “last 
minute appeals” and other appeals. 
ALABAMA IS THE ONLY 
STATE IN THE NATION which 
iutomatically appeals death penalty 
cases to the State Criminal Court of 
Appeals. All other states automati- 
cally appeal death penalty cases to 
the State Supreme Court by-passing 


- the State Criminal Court of Appeals. 


\labama has an automatic state ap- 
pellate review of death penalty cases 
where each Alabama court reviews 
the entire trial record. 

After sentencing of the Alabama 
Circuit Court all death penalty cases 
automatically go to the (1) Alabama 
Criminal Court of Appeals where 
the case is either affirmed or re- 


versed. The case then goes to the (2). 


Alabama Supreme Court where the 
entire record is reviewed and is ei- 
ther affirmed or reversed. The next 
step is the (3) United States Su- 
preme Court. Afterwards, the entire 
trial record is once again reviewed 
by the (4) Alabama Circuit Court. 
Then, again, the entire court record 
is reviewed by the (5) Alabama 
Court of Criminal Appeals. Next, the 
entire record is reviewed by the (6) 
Alabama Supreme Court before go- 
ing to the (7) United States Supreme 
Court for the second time. The case 
then goes to the (8) United States 
District Court. Afterwards, to the (9) 
Federal Circuit Court (11th Circuit) 
before returning, for the third time, 
to the (10) United States Supreme 
Court. -The national average of time 
for a convicted murderer to remain 
on death row is nine years. The aver- 
age length of time for a convicted 
murderer in Alabama to remain on 
death row is 10 years and 10 months 
- almost two years longer than the 
national average.

On behalf of the family of Coffee 
County Sheriff Neil Grantham, and 
the families of other innocent vic- 
tims, we ask for your help and sup- 
port in getting Senate Bill 398 on a 
Special Order Calendar and passed 
by the Senate. We need your assis- 
lance and support in our effort to put 
“justice for all” back in our judicial 
system. 

Please contact Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Don Siegelman (address be- 
low) and urge him to have the Sen- 
ate Rules Committee set a Special 
Order Calendar for Senate Bill 398. 
If you have time, contact Senator 
Dwight Adams, Senator W.H. Lind- 
sey, and Senator Roger Bedford (ad- 
dresses below). Without this Special 
Order Calendar, this bill has a very 
slim chance of ever reaching the 
Senate for vote. It has failed before!

Listen to the Prophets! 


There's no telling what goes on in the mind of a seventeen year old boy 
who has been sent to prune a cherry tree, but the visions Robert Goddard 
saw in 1899 from a leafy perch in his grandmother's orchard impelled him 
through life. There, Goddard was smitten by an idea: “How wonderful it 
would be to make some device which had even the possibility of ascending 
to Mars!” 

Not everyone was enthusiastic about the idea. His Harvard-educated 
cousin announced it couldn't be done, and Robert's father nicknamed him 
“ihe angel shooter.” Nevertheless, space travel captivated the young man, 
and ten years later in 1909, Robert’s sketchbook contained a half dozen pic- 
tures of space vehicles. In one drawing there was a winged “car” driven by 
“explosive jets of liquid hydrogen and liquid oxygen” and steered by “side 
iets.” The vehicle bears a striking resemblance to our modern space shuttle. 
Robert's drawings only earned him a media nickname: “the Moon Man.” 

More than two and a half decades after pruning the cherry tree, Robert, 
the rocket scientist, launched his first liquid-fueled missile on his Aunt Ef- 
fie’s farm. The rocket ascended to a height of forty-one feet and traveled 
from its launch pad to the cabbage patch, a distance of 184 feet. The flight 
lasted 2.5 seconds. Robert was elated, but one of his assistants felt he could 
have thrown a baseball farther. 

A follow-up experiment in July 1929 exploded, causing such a local re- 
action that the Boston Globe headlined: “Moon Rocket Man’s Test Alarms 
Whole Countryside.” Massachusetts was not ready for space travel and 
Robert was ordered to cease and desist 

Late in 1929 Charles Lindbergh, the famed aviator, persuaded philan- 
thropist Daniel Guggenheim to underwrite Goddard’s testing. Armed with 
his sketchbook and experiments, Goddard moved to New Mexico where the 
desert became the backdrop for his launches. 

Little attention was paid to the rocket wizard in the United States, but 
Goddard’s work infused life into the calculations of the rocket pioneers of 
Germany, who later migrated to American and undergirded its infant space 
program. 

Robert Hutchings Goddard, the “angel shooter,” died on August 10, 
1945, 

In July 1969, exactly forty years after Goddard's exploding projectile 
banned him from Boston and other parts of the Commonwealth, a rocket 
named Apollo 11 winged its way to the moon. A New York Times editorial 
recalled the day the paper had ridiculed Goddard's rockets and apologized-- 
posthumously. 

Like the New_York Times, there are moments in life when we simply 
have to say, “If I'd only known!” The future is hidden from men and na- 
tions--or is it? 

Israel was a nation that needed no diviners, for God provided the proph- 
ets to guide the nation into its tomorrows. The prophets were “foretellers” 
who recorded. history in advance. This was a critical task, since Scripture 
based its authority on the reliability of its predictive messages. Consequent- 
ly, the prophets, the prophetical books, and prophecy in general require and 
deserve our close attention, 

The prophet was literally a spokesperson for God--an awesome “work- 
ing relationship!” In addition to describing future events, the prophet clari- 
fied the present and sometimes explained the past. His messages contained 
specific details, revealed to him by the Holy Spirit of God. Zechariah, for 
instance, foretold that Christ would be betrayed for thirty pieces of silver 
(Zechariah 11:12-13) and forsaken by His disciples (13:7). At times, 
through oracle or burden, dreams or visions, a prophet, such as Ezekiel, 
spoke of places and events totally foreign to his own experience. 

The seventeen prophetical books of the Old Testament (Isaiah-Malachi) 
record God’s thoughts and actions. These books reveal God’s personality, 
His pleasure or displeasure, His judgements, and His pivotal utterances of 
hope. The prophetical books prove God's trustworthiness; they feature Him 
in the sovereign and strategic role of decision maker. Unlike the New York 
Times, God has never had to apologize. . 

The best reason for paying close attention to prophecy is Jesus Christ: 
“For the testimony of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy” (Revelation 19:10), 
What Genesis and the Old Testament saw dimly as promise, the New Testa- 
ment and Revelation see sharply as Person. Fulfilled prophecy, the proph- 
ets, and the prophetical books are the events, the people, and the words 
through which Jesus comes sharply into focus in our day as King of Kings 
and Lord of Lords. So, listen to the prophets!

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
voted last week to convert Water Su- 
pervisor Dennis Coleman from hour- 
ly wages to salary.

Rep. Everett’s 
blocks proposal

In recent months, the military has 
been studying a proposal to relocate 
Ft. Rucker’s Aviation Technical Test 
Cenier (ATTC). 

Last Thursday, Congressman Ter- 
ry Everett was successful in getting 
an amendment to the 1996 National 
Authorization Act passed blocking 
the proposed move to Yuma. The 
vote was 411 to 14, 

Although the amendment does 
not assure the ATTC will remain at 
Ft. Rucker permanently, it does 
block the move until an independent 
study of the feasibility and cost- 
effectiveness of the move can be 
made. 

According to Everett, Togo West, 
Secretary of the Army, will be the 
one to decide whether or not the 
ATTC will remain at Ft. Rucker or 
be moved to Yuma Proving Grounds 
in Arizona, 

Should West agree to the move, 
Everett’s amendment prohibits the 
Army from consolidation the center 
until 60 days after an independent 
study is completed and the results 
given to Congress. 

The study will be conducted by 
the Institute for Defense Analyses to 
consider and evaluate the following: 

1) validation of Army Material 
(Command and Test and Evaluation 
(‘ommand studies, 

2) cost and effect of maintenance 
and logistics capabilities to support 
the test fleet, 

3) availability of facilities and in- 
frastructure at Yuma, 

4) availability of engineers and

proposes study of 


higher education spending & facilities

A bill has been introduced in the 
Alabama State Senate which calls 
for the review of the state’s higher 
educational institutions. 

Senator Dwight Adams of Enter- 
prise is the sponsor of the bill. 

Under the provisions of the pro- 
posed bill, an independent commis- 
sion would be established to review 
the state’s large number of four-year 
and junior colleges and determine if 
any should be closed or consolidat- 
ed, 

Adams has said, “It cannot be ig- 
nored that there are too many college 
and junior college sites in Alabama.” 

According to Adams, there are 
187 different higher education sites 
within the 67 counties in the state. 
That is more sites than the state of 
Florida, with its population of 14 
million people, has, Alabama popu- 
lation is just over 4,1 million, 


The commission would study and 
gather Ee data and informa- 
tion .of every facet of each public 
four-year college and university, jun- 
ior college, vocational school, and 
technical school operated by the 
state that it deems necessary. It 
would then make recommendations 
and provide, to the state legislature, 
proposed legislation to realign or 
close programs, institutions, and fa- 
cilities of those institutions. 

Should the closure of a school be 
recommended and approved that in- 
stitution would be given two years to 
phase out its operation. Any property 
belonging to the institution would re- 
vert to and be divided equally among 
the local boards of education. 

Adams states that he is confident 
schools in his district face no threat 
should the bill be enacted. Enterprise 
State Junior College in Enterprise, 
Lauleen B, Wallace in Andalusia, 
and MacArthur State Technical Col- 
lege in Opp ire all located in Ad- 
ams’ district. 


Sheriff's deputies striving to make 
Coffee County’s highways safer

Recently, the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department and the Ala- 
bama State Troopers initiated a se- 
ries of roadblocks designed to take 
drunk drivers off of our highways, 

Also, as a part of the process, oth- 
er violations were cited such as ex- 
pired driver's licenses, expired tags, 
and failure to fasten seat belts and 
child restraint. 

Myron Williams, an investigator 
with the sheriff's department, said, 
“We also encountered a number of 
vehicles that were attempting to 
drive through the county with alco- 
hol in the driver and passenger area 
of the vehicle,” 

While Enterprise is a “wet” city, 
the county remains dry, An individu- 
al can purchase alcoholic beverages 
within the city limits of Enterprise, 
but once he or she leaves the city 
limits, the alcohol must be placed in 
the trunk or in the rear of one’s 
truck, This is the only legal way to 


transport alcohol in a dry county. 

Also, the beverages, such as beer, 
cannot be “iced down” and trans- 
ported. If this is done, it will be in 
violation of the law. 

According to Williams, there is 
also a limit as to how much alcohol 
may be transported, The maximum 
amount of alcohol that can be pos- 
sessed by one person is: three quarts 
of liquor or wine and one case of 
malt or brewed beverages (beer) pro- 
vided that no alcoholic beverages 
shall be kept, stored, or possessed in 
ihe passenger area of any vehicle or 
in view of any passenger, 

“Some people question the validi- 
ty of law enforcement officers seiz- 
ing their alcohol,” said Williams, 
“but, this is an effort by officers to 
make our highways a safer place 
upon which to travel, 

“By taking the alcohol, we are not 
trying to punish people who want to 
consume alcoholic beverages, but
